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FOREST FIRES—OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE. 





Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are 
careless with it. This is particularly true of fires in 
and near woodlands. Official figures show that more 
than 98 per cent of all forest fires result from human 
carelessness and can be prevented. Consequently, we 
may say “Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 

Our forest fire organization is doing a good job 
in keeping the size of fires small but the number of 
fires is increasing. In 1949 there were 100 more fires © 
in New Hampshire than in 1948, but they burned 500 
acres less. For the warden and his deputies to do the 
job they are capable of, they must have the cover e 
tion of the public—YOU! 

The primary objective of all fire fighters is PRE- 
VENTION—fire stoppage. This is the goal toward 
which your local forest fire warden and his deputies 
are constantly working. It can be achieved ONLY if 
YOU and YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It is 
worth YOUR effort and can be accomplished by: 

1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, 
- being particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 

2. Securing the required written permit from 
the warden when the ground is not covered with snow. 

3. Insisting that others be careful and comply 
with burning requirements. 

4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is de- 
tected and aiding him to extinguish it. 

Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and elim- 
inate our most shameful waste.

LAWS RELATING TO TRUST FUNDS 


Chapter 51, Revised Laws of New Hampshire 

19. In General. Towns may take and hold in 
trust gifts, legacies and devises made to them for the 
establishment, maintenance and care of libraries, read- 
ing-rooms, schools and other educational facilities, 
parks, cemeteries and burial lots, the planting and 
care of shade and ornamental trees upon their high- 
ways and other public places, and for any other pub- 
lic purpose that is not foreign to their institution or 
incompatible with the objects of their organization. 





We would suggest that persons desiring to leave 
a sum of money, the income of which is to be used 
for the care of cemetery lots, should deposit at least 
$200.00. 


At the present rate of interest, wherever possible, 
those funds the principle of which is $100.00 or less, 
should be increased.

There are 62 Northwood students enrolled at Coe- 
-Brown Northwood Academy and one at the Dover Area 
Vocational School. The school census indicates the 
following enrollment in Grade I for the next few years: : 
16 in 1950, 11 in 1951, 10 in 1952, 15 in 1953, 16 in 
1954. It is possible that a further reorganization of 
the elementary schools might reduce the number of 
grades per teacher to two and eliminate duplication. 
_As part of the “austerity program,” Northwood’s 
state-aid was reduced from $10,095.97 for each of the 
last two years to $3,425.58 for this year and next.. 
As the school board’s budget for the support of schools 
and other statutory obligations had been passed by the 
annual district meeting, the resulting assessment, as 
in many other towns in New Hampshire, had to be met 
by increased local taxation, chiefly on real estate. It 
is likely that a broader tax base, using new forms of 
revenue derived largely from other elements of the 
population will have to be adopted in the state, not — 
only to enable the state to discharge its responsibility 
for the schools, but also other necessary services which 
the people are minded to provide for themselves. In- 
dications are that the improved teachers’ retirement 
legislation, favored in. both party platforms but de- 
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ferred at the regular session, will receive early and 
serious attention. 

Included in other new legislation is a provision 
that articles to be placed in the warrant by petition 
must be presented to the school board not later than 
February 13th. The dog-tax is no longer ear-marked 
as an item of school revenue. | 

Northwood teachers attended a three-day ‘“‘work- 
shop” in Conservation Education at Barrington in Sep- 
tember. Conferences and discussions were held on 
water, soils, wild-life and forestry, with leaders from 
state departments and organizations active in such 
matters. The state library furnished reference books, 
and field trips were taken for the purpose of observing 
natural resources and their use by people. During 
the year, Grades VII and VIII prepared a unit on 
Northwood (past and present), for the use of the 
‘Merrimack Valley Regional Association and the.other 
schools in the region. 

The school nurse, Miss Myrtle Fletcher, reports 
that children of Grades I-III had fluorine treatment in 
the state dental trailer. She took thirteen children to 
four different types of clinic out of town. Following 
the examination of pupils, the nurse sent 54 notices to 
parents and made 53 home visits. About three-fifths 
of the defects noticed were subsequently treated and 
improved through the cooperation of parents and phy- 
-sicians. 

The lunch program continues as an example of 
federal aid (in cash and commodities) without federal 
control, as arrangements are made locally, and what- 
ever supervision there is takes place from the state 
level. 

It seems to be the fashion to make loose charges 
against the public schools. “Our Public Schools Ig- 
nore Religion” is the title of an editorial in a promi- 
nent newspaper of the state. “Purchase of textbooks 
a racket,” shouts the representative of a New Hamp- 
shire city outstanding for the number of its citizens 
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devoted to the interests of the schools and whose su- 
perintendent occupies a leading position in the respect 
of his associates. “High Schools Archaic” is the 
theme of a sensational article in a national weekly 
whose founder became famous for his moderation and 
good sense. Fortunately in small towns the people are 
close enough to the schools to “‘say it isn’t so.” 

Where do most children learn the Lord’s Prayer? 
Where do they hear the Bible read oftenest? Our ~ 
teachers are devoted to character training every min- 
ute of the school day. Their insistence that children 
of all faiths should live and work together in peace 
and harmony is constantly building a spiritual foun- 
dation of good-will which is the support of all true 
religion. ' 

Textbooks constitute one of the smallest fractions 
of the school expense dollar. The educator’s code of 
ethics forbids his receiving one cent of commission on 
their sale. The textbook companies are largely old 
and reliable firms. They spend large sums on educa- 
tional research and employ the most skilled teachers 
as their authors. Competition in the field is brisk, as 
they must be good and also reasonable in price in order 
to hold their own. The power of the local school sys- 
tem to select textbooks adapted to its own needs is 
one of the most important elements in home rule for 
schools. 

High school administrators are keenly alive to 
the necessity of adapting their programs to real life. 
Throughout the nation, high school enrollment doubled 
itself over and over again for several decades. It is 
now unusual for an eighth grade pupil in Northwood 
not to enter high school. A few drop out, but gen- 
erally for circumstances beyond their control. In 
Coe-Brown Northwood Academy, the curriculum is 
very practical, including Agriculture (with shop), 
Home Economics, and Commerce (with Junior Busi- 
ness Training). The more academic courses in social 
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sciences and English are no less designed to function 
in every day affairs and decisions. In this atomic age, 
our economy and what happens to us depend largely 
on the diffusion of a knowledge of mathematics and 
science. Einstein can make the front page by an- 
nouncing a new concept in physics. 

In the death of Mr. Leonard F. Giles, the Academy 
lost a valued local trustee. Mr. Loring Williams, a 
former principal of the old Northwood Academy at the 
Ridge and later superintendent of schools in Massa- 
chusetts, was brought here for burial last winter. 
Dr. John Dewey, grand old man of American educa- 
tion, recently celebrated his -ninetieth birthday. It 
was he who said, ‘“‘What the best and wisest parent 
wants for his own child, that must the community 
want for all its children.” | 

In awarding distinction to perfect attendance, we 
readily admit that good judgment may sometimes in- 
dicate that children (and teachers, too) should some- 
times stay at home to prevent spreading an active 
cold. However, an unmarred attendance record for a 
whole year or a major part thereof seems to be a real- 
ly remarkable feat, indicating in practically all cases 
an extra measure of good luck, good health, and de- 
termination.
